Franco undergoes 
surgery once again 


MADRID. Spain (UPI) — Generalis­ 
simo Francisco Franco suffered a sud­ 
den and potentially fatal relapse of inter­ 
nal bleeding today and underw ent 
emergency surgery for the third time in 
11 days. 
A postoperative medical communique 
said Franco cam e out of the two-hour 
operation in "the gravest” of condition 
The new hemorrhaging came with 
Franco under sedation His doctors said 
he was still alive after a test showed his 
brain still showed life, but machines kept 
the rest of his body functioning 
The relapse occurred at midaftemoon 
on the 28th day of the 82-vear-old Spanish 
leader’s fight for life. 


It was a recurrence of hemorrhaging 
from Wednesday and Thursday. 


“ At 3:30 p m today the generalissimo 
showed an acute condition, with arterial 
hypertension, an increase of venous 
pressure and abdominal distension.'’ a

"This is trulv an unfortunate situatnnt and I deeplv regret having to make 
such an announcement 
Lopez continued 
However the expenses exceed the 
income and we simplv cannot continue to function with a deficit each month ** 


He said that it tak«*s approximately $1,500 prr month to operate the facility 
The United Fund has provided only a quarter of this budg* t he explained and 
the sustained contributions from the community cannot meet the rest

A medical bulletin reported Franco 
resting under sedation as doctors kept 
him alive with medicine, machines and 
plastic tubes, but the latest bout of inter­ 
nal bleeding left him in very grave condi­ 
tion 
The 82-year-old Franco, who ruled 
Spain for 36 years, has struggled for 28 
days against such potentially fatal ail­ 
ments as heart failure, internal bleeding 
and blood clotting 
The latest communiques failed to in­ 
dicate whether the medical team, grown 
to 32 doctors, had succeeded in stem m ­ 
ing the renewed stomach bleeding that 
pushed Franco closer than ever to death 
“ He is sinking.” a medical consultant 
at La Paz Hospital said Wednesday. 
". He is no longer strong enough to 
come out of it," 
Franco's body — withered from 110 to 
80 pounds — was linked to heart, kidney 
and respiratory machines. 
Tubes were inserted down his windpipe 
to offset the effe c ts of blood a c ­ 
cumulating in his mouth and already 
congested lungs He also had tubes in his 
arm s for nourishment and in his left leg 
to relieve blood clots 
The doctors were reluctant to attem pt 
further stomach surgery since it ap­ 
peared unlikely Franco s frail body could 
survive another operation

Locally. Wapner said tests show sixth 
graders falling down in two areas writ­ 
ten expression and mathem atics. Both 
failures had been predicted earlier this 
year. Wapner said 


Second and third graders w ere tested 
in reading only Results showed the se­ 
cond graders on an average gave correct 
answers to 71.5 per cent of the questions, 
and proved to be nine percentage points 
above the 50 percentile in term s of what 
had been expected based on statewide 
considerations Local third graders suc­ 
cessfully answered 84 4 per cent of all 
questions on an average, but w ere only 
three percentage points above the 
statewide 50 percentile In either case 
the results were hailed as proof that the 
district was headed in the right direction 
in its curriculum 


Federal funds set 
for Vandenberg Rd. 


Federal public lands monies have been 
pried loose to aid in the reconstruction of 
a storm washout on S-20 or Vandenberg 
Road, about two miles north of the Base 
main gate. Rep Robert J. Lagomarsmo 
announced today 
It was uncertain how much of the lands 
monies was available, but the money and 
money from other sources was believed 
to be enough for the job 
California 
Department of Transportation engineers 
estim ate the road could be repaired for 
about $400.000 
Dyer Campbell, state 
road budget departm ent official, said the 
project could be funded from about 
$100.000 in defense access money, a 
similar amount of the lands money and 
the balance from county roads monies. 
The latter category consists of federal, 
state and county money 
Campbell said the announcement by 
Lagomarsmo indicated that the bite on 
the county could be reduced 
The state hopes to go to bid on the 
project this month, with hopes that the 
contractor could be on the job shortly 
after the first of the year 
A section of the road’s southbound 
lanes collapsed into a canyon irf April 
1974 under the impact of winter rains 
Traffic has been detoured around the 
breach ever since.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI* — A 
federal judge ruled Thursday 
that Filipinos who served with 
U S military forces in World 
War II are entitled to American 
citizenship—a decision af­ 
fecting about 50.000 Filipino 
veterans 
U.S. District Judge Charles 
Renfrew said his ruling applied 
immediately to 61 Bay Area 
Filipinos who filed suit after 
they were denied citizenship by 
the Immigration and Naturali­ 
zation Service 
The Immigration Service has 
60 days to appeal the decision. 
The plaintiffs in the suit 
were in the United States on 
visas of varying time lengths. 
An estimated 500 other 
Filipino veterans reside in the 
United States A total of 50.000 
men remain from the original 
250.000 members of the Philip­ 
pines Commonwealth Army ab­ 
sorbed into the U S Armed 
Forces in December, 1941. 
A war directive of 1942 said 
the Filipinos who fought with 
American forces could become 
U.S. Citizens with the usual 
naturalization 
requirements 
waived, but the waiver was 
later withdrawn 
Judge Renfrew ruled that the

Police sergeant tells 
of giant, hairy creature 


BELLINGHAM Wash iUPh 
— Police Sgt Ken Cooper of the 
Lummi Indian reservation said 
Thursday that he sighted a 
giant hairy creature which had 
ripped a storm door from its 
hinges 
Cooper said that on (let 23 he 
saw the creature — called 
“ Sasquateh'' by others who 
have seen it in the past - from 
a distance of about 35 feet He 
said it was about 7'2-feet tall 
The sergeant, a Lurnmi who 
has been on the reservation 
police force for 10 years, said 
he delayed in making public the 
sighting because it might not be 
believed But. he said, the news 
leaked out 


Cooper said he was called to a 
home the night of Oct 23 He 
made an investigation, saw no 
animal but found a plastic 
storm door torn and its frame 
splintered He also found two 
boards ripped from a fish 
smokehouse behind the residen­ 
ce 


A few hours later, he said, his 
cousin. Marvin Cooper, 
reported the creature was back 
near the same residence 
Cooper, his cousin and his 
wife drove to the residence and 
turned the patrol car spotlight 
on a huge, hairy creature 
standing in brush 
“ It appeared to have no neck. 


just a head on shoulders, very 
big and muscular, with blackish 
colored hair, very short,” he 
said “ We couldn't get a really 
good look because of the d»s 
tance from the car spotlight 
But we could see the face had a 
leathery, wrinkled look like a 
woman's black purse It had 
steam coming off the body as if 
it had been wet and running 
He said he had his shotgun 
aimed at the creature and his 
cousin had a pistol 
Cooper said they trained the 
spotlight on another area when 
a cracking noise was heard, 
then switched the spotlight 
back to where the creature was 
standing and it was still there 
He said he decided to leave 
rather than do anything about 
the animal 
“ It left me with a very con­ 
fused state of mind whether 1 
should have taken it or not 
Cooper said “ 1 felt that I would 
be responsible if I left and then 
it went oat and harmed 
somebody ’ 
He said he didn't try to take 
the creature, because he 
realized the only way he could 
have taken it would have been 
to kill it

Portuguese minister 
freed following siege 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - 
Thousands of Communist-led 
workers, shouting “ victory, 
victory.” freed Prime Minister 
Jose Pinheiro de Azevedo to­ 
day. ending a 36-hour siege at 
his residence in exchange for 
higher wages. 
The beleaguered prime 
minister bowed to the salary 
demands of the striking con­ 
struction workers shortly 
before dawn, but refused to 
give in to calls for the ouster of 
his labor minister 
A government spokesman 
said Azevedo “ accepted the 
wage proposals” of the jubilant 
workers and agreed to launch 
“an investigation of the Labor 
Ministry “ 
“ United we shall overcome.” 
the workers chanted as word of 
the agreement reached the 
crowded streets surrounding 
the prime minister's Sao Bento 
Palace. 


The demonstrators, huddled 
around bonfires, began cheer­ 
ing as union leaders announced 
the agreement from a balcony 
of the besieged palace 
The triumphant workers then 
left the prime minister's 
residence and staged an im­ 
promptu victory march through 
Lisbon, waking up residents of 
the Portuguese capital with 
honking horns. 
Azevedo agreed to demands 
for raising the salary of 
journeyman construction work­ 
ers from $265 to $308 a month 
But he refused to fire Labor 
Minister Tomas Rosa and 
would only order an investiga­ 
tion of his ministry. 
About 20,000 workers, many 
wearing overalls and hard hats, 
had laid siege to the palace for 
a day and a half, leading Presi­ 
dent Francisco da Costa Gomes 
to threaten “ measures of dis­ 
cipline.”

The County Planning Com 
mission turned its attention 
Wednesday to the noise impact 
of the U S 101 freeway on the 
proposed 225-unit mobile home 
park Santa Barbara developer 
wants to set up in the Orcutt 
area.

Towbes offered to “ shield" 
the highway noise impact on the 
project to what he termed a 
“ generally acceptable” 60 
decibels, and declined to accept 
suggestions by some commis­ 
sioners that he eliminate the 


line of pads facing the freeway 


Proximity of the project on a 
34.5 acre site located generally 
at the northeast corner of 
Foster Rd. and Bradley Rd to 
the four-lane freeway caused an 
expression of high concern 
from Gregory S 
Clark, en­ 
vironmental health division. 
County Health Department 
Clark said the U S 
E n ­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
has concluded that a 55 decibel 


reading now constitutes an 
adverse noise level in residen- 
tial e n v ir o n m e n ts , and 
suggested 
the commission 
utilize the finding 


County Transportation Direc­ 
tor Leland Steward felt the 
County might have to “ put in an 
18-foot combination wall and 
berm” to help protect the 
property from highway noise 
impact He also felt the noise 
problem “ should be addressed 


through the General Plan hear­ 
ing process to get sufficient in­ 
put...as it will be a difficult 
problem to solve.” 
The commission was also told 


that a noise element would need 
to be included in the General 
Plan so that noise would not 
conflict with land use in the 
future.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Two psychiatric reports on 
Sara Jane Moore, accused of 
trying to assassinate President 
Ford, have been flown to 
southern California so that U S.. 
District Judge Samuel Conti 
can study them 


The judge was in Long Beach 
attending a legal conference. 


The reports on the mental 
condition of the 45-year-old 
twice divorced mother were 
requested by Conti to deter­ 
mine whether she is mentally 
competent to stand trial. A 
competency hearing has been 
set for next Monday. 


Conti’s secretary. Colette 
Barry. Thursday flew to Long 
Beach, with two packets for the 
judge One was from Dr. Jack 
Eardley, Springfield. Mo., and 
the other was from Dr. Karl 
Menninger, Topeka. Kan. Both 
psychiatrists are scheduled to 
be present at the Monday hear­ 
ing. 


Miss Moore spent several 
weeks at a federal medical 
facility in San Diego where she 
was examined by four psychia­ 
trists and two psychologists. 


Miss Moore, a one-time FBI 
informant, is accused of firing a 
shot at the President outside 
the St. Francis Hotel in San 
Francisco Sept. 22. 
Defense attorneys won a vic­ 
tory Wednesday when a federal 
appellate court ruled that time 
spent on the mental exams of 
Miss Moore can be excluded 
from a new federal require­ 
ment that her trial begin within 
90 days after her arrest. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
Ronald Reagan will run against 
President Ford as a David 
against a Goliath, an outsider 
against an insider, a true-blue 
conservative against a com­ 
promiser. 
That’s the strategy outlined 
Friday in a Los Angeles Times 
article confirming that the 
former California governor will 
announce his candidacy next 
Thursday in Washington, D.C. 
"Reagan intends to posture 
himself to the right of Ford, so 
that the net result will be to 
cast doubt on the President’s 
conservatism, to make him an 
uncertain, unreliable conser­ 
vative," the article says 
The former governor, 64 and 
a one-time Democrat, also 
plans to portray himself as an 
opponent of big-spending and 
“ the collectivist, centralizing 
approach" to government he 
sees as the common hallmark 
of the Ford. Nixon and previous 
administrations, the Times 
said. 
Despite the obvious campaign 
resources that Ford has by vir­ 
tue of being the President, 
Reagan reportedly feels he has 
enough assets of his own to 
make a good run. 


These include his “ star" 
quality, in large part a hold­ 
over from his days in the 
movies; his easy speaking 
style, which includes both quick 
jokes and a serious pitch; and 
the support of volunteer work 
ers with a dedication that 
money can’t buy. 
Reagan hopes for at least an 
even split with Ford in their 
first primary battle in New 
Hampshire on Feb 24, the 
Times said, and he expects to 
do well in the next few weeks in 
Massachusetts. Florida, Il­ 
linois and North Carolina. 
By April 1st, the article 
stated, “ Reagan will know 
whether his campaign is 
capable of going the route, or 
whether the President and his 
massive Administration politi­ 
cal clout have got him whip­ 
ped ” 
The primary trail will end 
June 8 in California, with 167 
convention delegates awaiting 
the winner 
Reagan is reportedly 
counting on dedicated grass- 
routes volunteers to get the 
conservative vote in his home 
state and start a bandwagon ef­ 
fect that will carry him to vic­ 
tory at the national convention 
in August. 
Mastermind arrested in 
L.A. stolen check scheme 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Richard Keats, the accused 
mastermind of a plot to bilk the 
Los Angeles city treasury out of 
millions of dollars in a stolen 
check scheme, was arrested 
Thursday by FBI agents. 
Keats, named in a federal 
warrant last January, was 
arrested in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico as he tried to re-enter the 
United States, agents said. 
He was held on $500,000 bond 
and scheduled for arraignment 
before a U.S. magistrate in San 
Juan today. 
The warrant charged him 
with interstate transportation 
of stolen property, a stolen city 
treasury check that was later 
cashed for $902.125 in Europe 
Keats was detained by the 
U.S. Immigration and Naturali­ 
zation Service in Puerto Rico 
and turned over to the FBI 
Agents said he was trying to 
enter the U S under the name 
of Benjamin Marcus 


Keats is the alleged master­ 
mind of a plot to swindle Los 
Angeles out of $3 5 million by 
cashing 18 blank checks stolen 


from the city treasury last 
year. The checks were report­ 
edly forged and turned over to 
organized crime figures to be 
passed through banks. 
As Keats was arrested in 
Puerto Rico, testimony con­ 
tinued in the trial of Joyce R. 
Lewis, 44, a motel operator also 
charged in the alleged plot. 
Bernard Howard, a New 
York accountant, testified in 
Mrs. Lewis’ trial that he had 
known Keats for three years as 
an “ international financier” 
and that Keats had told him he 
had some municipal checks 
from Los Angeles. 
Only nine of the stolen checks 
have been retrieved. 
The Los Angeles County dis­ 
trict attorney’s office charged 
Keats with 10 felonies last 
January, including conspiracy, 
forgery and attempted grand 
theft. Several days later. Keats 
reportedly agreed to surrender 
if his bail could be lowered 
from $250.000 to $50.000. 
Prosecutor Stephen Trott 
refused the request, however, 
and Keats apparently fled the 
country after that. 
Santa Paula fire burns 
6,500 acres; one injury 


SANTA PAULA. Calif. (UPI) 
— A wind-whipped brush fire 
charred 6.500 acres on the out­

Brown begins pressing 
school financing reform 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi - 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr is 
starting to direct his adminis­ 
tration toward the pressing 
court mandate for reform of 
school financing in Califor­ 
nia. 
On one hand, he is apparently 
seeking to stir public discussion 
by suggesting a radical possi­ 
bility of blunting the court 
order by changing the constitu­ 
tion so that education is not con­ 
sidered a fundamental right 
On the other hand, he recent­ 
ly called in an expert to help 
develop possible alternatives 
that would fit into the gover­ 
nor's austure spending policies 
The special adviser is Micha 
el W Kirst. a Brown appointee 
to the state Board of Education 
and an assistant professor of 
education and business ad­ 
ministration at Stanford Uni­ 
versity Kirst has been involved 
in school financing reform in 
Oregon and Florida 
The court mandate resulted 
from the landmark Serrano vs 
Priest decision which held the 
system of school financing 
violated the constitutional gua­ 
rantee of equal protection 
After the initial ruling by the 
state Supreme Court in 1971, the 
case was tried in Ixrs Angeles 
Superior Court and the decision 


issued last year It is now under 
appeal to the Supreme Court 
and a finding is expected next 
spring. 
Essentially, the court de 
dared present financing uncon­ 
stitutional because its reliance 
on local property taxes creates 
enormous disparities in educa­ 
tional spending per child among 
school districts 
In a recent interview. Brown 
said he is concerned the courts 
may require the state govern­ 
ment to fully equalize school 
financing throughout the state 
He asked Kirst to find a 
' practical solution to equalize 
funding, but to do so with more 
modest financial commit­ 
ments“ than the billion dollar- 
plus proposals advanced by 
some legislators and the Board 
of Education 
Brown also raised the possi­ 
bility of a constitutional amend 
ment, which would have to be 
placed before the voters for 
adoption. 
"It s a state problem and a 
state constitutional mandate 
and that, of course, could be 
modified so that we could come 
as close as reasonable in light 
of the available resources." 
Brown said 
Some education experts inter­ 
preted the remark as an effort

Take two competitive teams, three 
outstanding running backs, one ticket to 
the CIF playoffs, two confident coaches, 
nine years of rivalry, and at least 10.000 
fans, slightly bananas 
Mix the ingredients in Huyck Stadium 
tonight, bring to a boil, and you're cook 
mg a city championship game between 
the Cabrillo Conqs (the home team) and 
the Lompoc Braves 
They've done this nine times before 
Cabrillo has won six. Lompoc three All 
but two of the games have had a league 
title or CIF berth, or both, riding on the 
outcome Tonight's will have at least one 
of those 
If the Braves (3*1) win. they go to the 
playoffs If the Conqs (2-2) win. they go 
unless Righetti (2-2) beats Santa 
Maria 14-0). causing a three wav tie for 
second 
The Conqs haven't been to the playoffs 
since 1969. and they figure that’s too 
long The Braves went last year, but 


would like to make it an annual custom, 
like a dental checkup 
The running backs will be featured in 
this game, with three of them within 
reach of 1.000 yards rushing for the 
season I^ompoe tailback Calvin Boler 
needs only 12 yards to hit 1.000 Cabrillo 
halfbacks Andre McGant and Ron 
Carney have 890 and 835 yards, respec­ 
tively 
An analysis of the game, in terms even 
your girlfriend can understand, is of­ 
fered by Cabrillo coach Ed Knowles 
"At Lompoc, they feel like the key to 
their team is their defense They do have 
a real fine defense, and we are blessed 
with a real fine offense They do not give 
up much, and we've been scoring a lot 
Mike Warren. Lompoc coach, agrees. 
"Mainly what we re going to try to do is 
play good defense ” 
The two young coaches differ on the 
proper mental approach to the Big 
Game 
Knowles, who has coached in all nine 


previous City Series games (first seven 
as an assistant), believes in letting his 
players’ emotions escalate along with 
those of almost everyone in the Valley.

A friend is gone 


This nation has lost one of its 
true friends with the retire* 
ment of Justice William 0. 
Douglas from the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
For some 38 years, Justice 
Douglas has dispensed a con­ 
sistent form of decision that 
always tried to condemn 
government intrusion into the 
lives of all the citizens of this 
nation A free press was his 
true love and censorship as 
much a true foe He has been a 
worthy adversary for any and 
all who disagree with his view. 
We have no idea who his suc­ 
cessor might be, nor can we 
guess what philosophies that 
successor 
might 
profess. 
Already many names of both 


sexes are being touted, and the 
politics of the situation are 
coming to the fore. Possibly it 
will not be prior to the 1976 
national elections that we will 
see an appointment approved. 
Our concern in any event is 
that the delicate balance of 
liberal and conservative on the 
Court will be irreparably 
destroyed by whomever is ul­ 
tim ately named and 
ap ­ 
proved. Indeed, President 
Ford, whose job it is to name a 
successor, was one of those in 
the forefront of an impeach­ 
ment drive against Douglas 
some years ago. And that be­ 
ing the case, it is highly doubt­ 
ful the President will name 
someone with even slightly 


similar philosophies to those 
of the retiring justice. And we 
fear we will all suffer as a 
result. Conversely, there are 
many who feel we have suf­ 
fered too much already and 
iWjiT 
p recisely because of the 
Douglas influence on the 
Court. 
We can only place our faith 
in the President and the 
Congress to choose and ap­ 
prove the very best person for 
the job. And, if that criterion 
is successfully met, then 
perhaps we can, as a nation, 
continue to pursue those ideals 
which exalt the best in man’s 
nature, as has been the case 
with William Douglas’ help 
during the past four decades.

Conferring 
with Governor Thompson. 
He did not say anything novel about the 
political meaning of the reshuffle. But he 
did reiterate a proposal he has been ad­ 
vancing in speeches around the country. 
It does not deter me, in endorsing the 
proposal, that I made it myself in a book 
published two years ago. Surely there 
was never a better time to dwell on the 
advantages of a Constitutional Amend­ 
ment that would limit the President to a 
single 5-year term“’ 
The tragedy of Nixon — never mind, 
for a moment, Mr. Ford’s problems — 
would certainly have been averted had 
such an amendment been in force. All 
that w as e s p e c ia lly ugly about 
Watergate and its surrounding implica­ 
tions bore on the compulsive desire by 
Mr Nixon for — re-election Re-election 
becomes a compulsion. All of reality is 
subsumed to that goal. And so natural is 
it thought by others that the President 
should seek re-election that people 
whose instincts are entirely normal, 
whose sense of the hierarchy of values is 
highly refined, get swept up by the ul- 
tramontanist passion to — re-elect the 
incumbent. If one were calmly to ask the 
question, in a roomful of Republican sup­ 
porters of Mr. Ford, whether in fact 
someone else might not do a better job as 
chief executive, one is treated as if hav­ 
ing suggested the retirement of Louis

XIV to the Petit Trianon. 
This would pass, under the Connally 
Amendment, and its passing would I 
think prove a great blessing for the 
republic. The standard argument against 
it is that the American people should not 
be prevented from renewing the man­ 
date for their chief executive. But in fact 
they were prevented from doing so by 
tradition 
estab lish ed 
by G eorge 
Washington; a tradition written into the 
Constitution after Franklin Roosevelt: 
— two terms, no more. 
It is said that six years is an infinity if 
you find you have a bad President after 
the first year, and have to wait another 
five years to get rid of him. Comment; a 
bad President can be substantially im­ 
mobilized by the Congress; and anyway, 
at least you are certain he will be 
removed in five years. No matter how 
bad he is, he might, through his public 
appeal and through the canny exercise of 
his powers, effect his re-election for 
another four years. In any event, you are 
talking only about an additional two 
years, and we are trading off those two 
years against the organization of public 
policy and the resources of the executive 
for the sole purpose of effecting re- 
election. 
Why does Mr. Ford want so badly to be 
elected President? He did not aspire to 
the Presidency. He never entered a State 
primary. His ambitions were entirely 
within the House of Representatives, 
where he functioned extremely well. He 
is not surrounded by barbarians so that, 
like Cincinnatus dropping his plough with 
a sigh, he must take up arms and lead his 
country. 
And yet all of America is harnessed to 
an ambition which is entirely personal. 
Mr. Ford is a good man, with the right 
instincts, a better intelligence than he is 
given credit for, and he is a quintessen­ 
tial American. But his accession was 
something of an accident, and the in­ 
sistence on his renomination is deemed a 
closed question by minds that would be 
liberated, the better to perform for their 
country, by the passage of the Connally 
Amendment. 


WASHINGTON - Not long ago, a 
black Cadillac sped along the Connec­ 
ticut turnpike through a fog-patched 
night. A patrolman pulled it over and 
asked the driver for his license. 
Instead, the driver handed over an 
identification card bearing excerpts 
from U.S. Code Title 22, Sections 252-255 
The excerpts warned 
th a t 
a n y o n e 
a t ­ 
tempting to arrest the 
d r iv e r 
c o u ld 
be 
“imprisoned for not 
more than three years 
and fined at the discre­ 
tion of the court ” 
The cop waved the 
autom obile on and 
stared after it in 
wonderment. He had 
just encountered the 
m ost e lite of the 
human sp e c ie s: a 
foreign diplomat. 
These privileged people, by virtue of 
international agreement, enjoy a curious 
courtesy known as “ diplomatic im­ 
munity.” They cannot be prosecuted un­ 
der U.S. law. 
If they break leases, fail to pay rent, 
destroy property or commit felonies, 
American authorities can do little more 
than expel the errant foreigners. 
Diplomatic immunity, of course, is 
recip rocal. 
A m erican diplom ats, 
therefore, enjoy similar privileges in 
other nations. The State Department has 
assured us, however, that U.S. foreign 
service people create few problems 
overseas. 
In contrast, we have documented thou­ 
sands of c a se s involving foreign 
diplomats who violate U.S. laws with im­ 
punity. 
Every day, for example, policemen in 
Washington and New York City patiently 
write out hundreds of parking tickets for 
cars bearing diplomatic license plates. 
Most of them go unpaid. 
Often the drivers simply tear them up 
and toss them in the street. In 
Washington nearly 50,000 violations were 
issued to diplomatic vehicles last year. 
The fines, if paid, would have totalled 
over $300,000 
In New York City, more than 135,000 
parking tickets were issued to diplomats 
last year. The stiff fines would have 
helped to alleviate the city’s financial 
plight; the total would have surpassed $3 
million. 
The police, carrying diplom atic 
courtesy an extra length, refused to tell 
us which embassy has accumulated the 
most tickets. But our reporter, Terry 
Repak, determined that the Soviets, with 
hundreds of unpaid tickets, are probably 
the worst offenders.

Here are a few other examples of how 
diplomatic immunity works: 
— For years the Dittmar Company in 
the Washington suburbs refused to rent 
houses to diplom ats from certain 
countries because they habitually 
violated leases and failed to pay rents. 
The Justice Department took Dittmar to 
court and forced the firm to rent without 
discrimination 
— Mrs. Gailey Smith, wife of the late 
dean of the White House press corps 
Merriman Smith, rented a home to the 
legal attache at the French embassy. 
Her diplomatic tenants, she charged, 
wreaked $11,000 worth of damage to her 
house. Yet she cannot collect it because 
of diplomatic immunity. Her lawyer, 
Joseph Moran, appealed to the State 
Department for help. “They cautioned 
me against bringing suit,” Moran told 
us, “and warned me against harassment 
which might be construed as a violation 
of statute.” 
— Several collection agencies, in­ 
cluding Eastern Credit and Nationwide 
Credit, described to us their frustration 
in trying to collect from diplomats on 
bad checks, medical fees and rental car 
bills. 
— In New York, the Barbados ambas­ 
sador to the United Nations, W.E. 
Waldron-Ramsey, recently lodged an of­ 
ficial complaint with the State and 
Justice departments over his dog. He 
charged that local officials in Pelham, 
where he resides, were trying to shoot 
the animal. It had sunk its teeth, ap­ 
parently, into at least eight indignant 
citizens. But the Ambassador contended 
that his dog, like himself, deserved 
diplomatic immunity. 
Its threatened 
elimination, he warned American of­ 
ficials direly, could have “possible inter-

national consequences.” 
HELPFUL HOAX: Two ingenious 
Toronto doctors who invented a Rube 
Goldberg machine as a medical hoax for 
curing bedsores, have discovered to their 
delight that it works on virtually in­ 
curable sores. 
Drs. Geoffrey Fernie and James 
Doman built the machine with lights, a 
fan, and some switches and fancy wiring. 
It supposedly emitted “electromagnetic 
radiation.” 
Nurses were ordered to reset the 
machine every two hours, and at the 
sam e tim e, check and treat their 
patients’ sores. The phony gadget was in- 
s t a lle d in a T oronto h o s p ita l. 
Astonishingly, five patients with painful 
and stubborn bedsores were totally 
cured within 30 days. 
When we inquired, the doctors readily 
adm itted their m achine had no 
therapeutic value. It “worked” only 
because it forced nurses to treat the bed­ 
sores every two hours. 
HITLER BOOTY:A former Army 
lieutenant colonel is free to keep the 
$32,000 he got from selling a stolen 99- 
piece silver service that once belonged to 
Adolf Hitler, the Army has decided. If he 
had been caught earlier, he would have 
faced 10 years in prison. 
As a field hospital commander during 
World War II, the officer was looking for 
pots and pans for his hospital when he 
stumbled on the cache of silver, embos­ 
sed with Hitler’s initials. He put the 
silver in the pots and later spirited it 
home. 
Failure to turn in such booty is a 
crime, the Army told us, but because the 
statute of limitations expired 25 years 
ago, the officer can use it as planned to 
retire in Florida.
